Mrs. Mott was a Quaker preacher 
who helped chart the disturbed cur-| 
rent of American thought prior to the | 
Civil War. A woman of rare beauty 
of character, gentility, and refinement, 
yet she was never afraid to challenge | 
the evils of her day, or to speak upon 
the public platform, an act then con- 
sidered unwomanly and indecent. 

Lucretia Mott was the real founder 
of the woman’s rights movement in 
America and England. She was the 
chief feminine worker in the struggle | 
to rid the country of slavery, and was 
always on the side of the humble and 
the oppressed. She advocated labor 
unions in a day when they were almost 
unknown and generally considered il- 
legal. She proscribed war and worked 
diligently for toleration in politics and | 
religion. 

When 80 years of age this remark- 
able woman made her last public ap- 
pearance at an anniversary meeting of | 
the woman’s rights movement. Hare 
writes of her at this time: “What 
changes she had lived to see in the} 
popular estimate of herself!
